administration espionage bill, pro- 
nounced one of the most radical and 
all-inclusive measures in American 
Congressiona] history.

Virtual redrafting of many 
of the most important provisions is 


During today’s final consideration, 
the Senate stripped the measure en- 
tirely of provisions for newspaper 
censorship and restrictions upon 
manufacture of grain into intoxicat, 
ing liquors, and rejected an amend- 
ment designed to curb speculation 
in food products, although senti- 
ment obviously was overwhelming 
in favor of such legislation later.

Vigorous efforts to retain provi- 
sions for newspaper censorship and 
partial prohibition, together with 
foodstuff conservation, during the 
war, culminated in final votes today 
in which the Senate voted 48 to 34 
to eliminate all the provision for 
the press censorship. On behalf of

sorship clause. 
On the question of prohibition and 


foodstuff conservation, the Senate, by 
4 vote of 47 to 37, reversed ite ac- 
tion of Saturday in accepting Sena- 
tor Cummins’s amendment, provid- 
ing that during the war, manufac- 
ture of cereals, grain, sugar and 
syrup into intoxicating liquors should 
be prohibited. By this vote, it struck 
out the Cummins amendment, of- 
fered as a food conservation meas- 
ure, but attacked as really a prohibi- 
tion move. 

An amendment by Senator Thamas 
to sunspend, during the war, ex- 
changes and boards of trade, per- 
mitting “future” trading in food- 
stuffs was rejected 49 to 24 after 
three hours’ stormy debate. The 
Senate stood 52 to 29 to retain that 
part of the mails esplonage section 
which some Senators say will give 
the Post master-General drastic pow- 
ers of censorship, rejecting Sena- 
tor Borah's motion to strike out the 
clause. An amendment by Senator 
La Follette rejected 65 to 9 would 
have modified the export embargo 
provision 80 as to prohibit the Presi- 
dent from embargoing shipments un- 
less the prescribed articles were 
needed in this ~ountry yd to forbid 
the use of the embargo power to 
coerce any neutral nation to par- 
ticipate in the war.

[Indianapolis News:] The ashes 
removed from the average furnace 
often contain at least 20 per cent. 
of unburned coal or coke, and this 
percentage is sometimes as high as 
75. In Holland, where the war has 
caused a great shortage of fuel, a 
process for recovering this com- 
bustible material has been devised. 
The refuse is ground and then put 
through sieves of four different sizes. 
Each part is put into a separate 
basin containing liquid somewhat 
heavier than water. and the whole 
is stirred thoroughly.

FOR AX CRIMES 


Iowa Minister is Accused of 
Brutal Murders. 


After Five Years Guilt may 
be Discovered. 


Sanity Board will Probably 
Try Him First. 


[SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

DES MOINES (lowa) May 14.— 
Rev. Lynn George J. Kelly, arrested 
today at Red Oak, lowa, in con- 
nection with the Villisca ax mur- 
ders in 1912, will be lodged in the 
Polk County Jail here tomorrow to 
await further action by the State 
Department of Justice, according to 
a statement issued tonight by Atty.- 
Gen. Havener. 

Although the Attorney-General 
made no announcement as to the 
charges in the case, it was stated 
by an attache of the department 
who is reliably informed, that Kelly 
will probably be first brought before 
a sanity board. A statement issued 
by Mr. Havener tonight shows that 
Kelly was adjudged insane in 1913 
following an investigation of obscene 
letter writing and was then lodged 
for some months in a Federal hospi- 


| tal in Washington, D. C. 


According to the Attorney-General 
an important clew connected with 
Kelily’s arrest was found in a pack- 
age of clothes left with a Council 
Bluffs (Iowa) laundry a few days 
after the murders. The bundle, 
which contained a stained shirt, was 
claimed by Kelly. 

The indictment, which resulted in 
the man’s arrest today was returned 
at a recent session of the Mont- 
gomery county grand jury as a re- 
sult of testimony given by a 
“reputable witness.” This witness 
was said by the Attorney-General 
to have declared that Kelly related 
the details of the crime to Mim at 
Macedonia, lowa, seventy-five miles 
from Villisca, only a half hour after 
the murders were discovered. 

Kelly, who was a minister, accord- 
ing to his own statement at that 
time, had charge of a parish a short 
distance from Villisca. On the night 
the crime was committed, he is 
said to have slept in Villisca at the 
nex ay to have taken an ear 
train for Macedonia. ad 

The murders occurred on Sunday 
night, June 9, 1912. The victims—
